This is particu¬ 
larly true with the thin stock 
found in well designed 
boxes, cases, jewelry divid¬ 
ers, partitions, etc. Now you 
can produce flawless crown 
cuts with our new HP-6 
Crowning Sole and Iron Set. 


When intersecting crowned 
elements, each successive 
perpendicular element is 
narrowed in height so that 
the intersecting crown falls 
just below the lip of the 
mating crown.

Perfecdy centered crowns are easily achieved in conjunction with one fence and guide rail. 


Perfectly centered crowns are easily achieved in conjunction with one 
fence and guide rail. Depending on the width of your stock, the com¬ 
plete crown can be cut with six or seven passes. For wider stock (up to 
5 /s"), we recommend making a few stock removal cuts with a block or 
bench plane and use the crowning plane for the last couple of passes 
to complete the crown. Offset crowns definitely require the use of a 
fence and rail.

Attach the flat sole and iron (Figure 5) to the HP-6 body, and you have a 
terrific, adjustable throat (the front sole is adjustable) 55 degree block plane 
that really works well in squirrelly grained woods. 

The HP-6 as a Limited-Use Chisel Plane 

Attach the rear flat sole and iron only (see image below) to the HP-6 
body and the HP-6 functions as a limited-use chisel plane.

Attach the flat sole and iron (Figure 3) to the HP-6 body, add the depth 
fence (Figure 2), a guide fence (Figure 3), and the circular scoring cutter, 
and the HP-6 becomes a small rabbet plane suitable for either 
r i g h t - 1 * or left handed users. (Figure 12). 


With the front half of the rabbet sole 
removed and the cutting edge of the 
iron set flush to the sole, the HP-6 
transforms into a limited-use chisel 
plane!

As the frog pitch is lowered (par¬ 
ticularly with bevel-down irons), the 
unsupported portion of the iron 
(cantilever) increases and can flex, 
causing “chatter”. Our articulated 
iron cap (patent pending) consists 
of a telescopic pressure bar and 
dampener that “loads” the can¬ 
tilevered iron from the top with 
a force greater than the load 
encountered* during cutting.
